OST of our economic problems have had their origins in 


the dislocations of war. 


Twice in our lifetime we have 


had to turn our economy inside out to meet the needs of 
war, and then to go back to peaceful ways. 
In our governmental skills we never really have caught up 


with the forces

We must look upon the cru-’ 


cial trial we now face as, in 
essence. a test of our ability 
to govern ourselves. We do not 
suffer from any lack of mate- 
rial resources. What we lack is 
the ability to control and direct 
these vast productive resources 
which are ours. 

This test of our ability to 
govern ourselves is fFeally 
threefold. 

First, it is a test of values, 
of what things we will give 
up in order to make other 
things secure. 

Second, it is a test of our 
reasoning powers, of whether 
we have the wit to think our 
problems through to an ef- 
fective solution. 

Third, it is a test of self- 
discipline, of our ability to 
stand by our values and see 
our policies through, what- 
ever the personal cost. 

The issue of how much should 
be spent on our national de- 
fense provides a fairly good il- 
lustration of all three aspects 
of this trial. Some persons 
have contended that “our econ- 
omv can stand only so much.” 
tut during both world wars 
we demonstrated that our econ- 
omy could support an infinitely 
heavier effort than anyone has 
vet proposed be done in the 
struggie for peace 

‘Control the Other Fellow.’ 

The physical resources at the 


disposal of ourselves and out 
allies exceed what the Soviets 
and their satellites can com- 
mand. I. for one, will never 
concede that we cannot do as 
much in defense of our ftree- 
doms as any. enemy may be 
doing to destroy those free- 


doms 

Each major pressure group 
has sought to push the’ burden 
of defense onto someone else's 


shoulders This attitude of 
“control the other fellow but 
leave me alone” was largely 
responsible for the inflation 
that took place during both 
World War II and the Korean

Basic Problem Remains Same. 
Currently one hears much 
talk of the development of a 


new “ultimate” weapon which 
many people believe may solve 
our security needs. The inter- 
continental ballistics missile, 
once it is developed, may in 
deed revolutionize the art of 
warfare. Yet even after it has 


been perfected, we still will be 
left facing the same test of our 
ability to govern ourselves—of 


whether we can think our 
problems through and then 


discipline ourselves to put first 
things first 

During my 87 vears I have 
witnessed a whole succession 
of technological revolutions 
But none of them has done 
away with the need for charac- 
ler in the individual or the 
ability to think 

Instead of teaching young 
people to think, too many of 
our schools assume that their 
task is done if students are 
kept interested. Curriculums 
have been enriched to cover 
every conceivable subject, while 
disipline has come to be 
frowned upon. Along with the 
growth of specialized schools 
seeking to turn out technical 
experts has come an illusion 
that the mere amassing of in- 
formation is a sign of being 
well-educated. 

The point I am trying to 
make is that information with- 
out judgment and thought is 
of little value 

‘Total Picture in Focus.’ 

To be able to exercise sound 
judgment, one must keep the 
total picture in focus. Our 
better educators are coming to 
realize that what is needed is 
not a familiarity with special-

Talk With Vishinsky. 


A few davs before he died

The grim danger of radio- 
active fallout would disappear 
if effective control could be 
established over all nuclear 
weapons. There would then be 
no need for any tests: the sci- 
entists of the world would be 
working together to expand the 
peaceful uses of the atom 

The scientists—and others— 
would do better to use their 
influence on behalf of truly 
effective control of all nuclear 


weapons, and not just to limit 
tests alone 
Similarly, any measure that 


widens the range of peaceful 
atomic uses. such as President 


Eisenhower's proposal for an 
international atomic pool, is 
worthy. But whatever mav be 


turned over to an atoms-for- 
peace agency, different nations

Report on Dieldrin 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Backing up Len Hall's recent 
column on the danger to human 
and other life from the use of 
dieldrin sprayed by air to control 
insects, I would like to add some 
additional evidence 

In a recent paper published in 
The Journal of Wildlife Manage- 
ment, Ichthyologist Harrington and 
Entomologist Bidlingmayer of the 
Florida State Board of Health re- 
port catastrophic effects of diel- 
drin on aquatic life 

For several years Harrington had 
studied the role of fishes in con- 
trolling mosquito population in 
the salt marshes and discovered 
throughout the marsh vast numbers 
of tiny tarpon feeding heavily on 
mosquito larvae 

Obviously if these and other 
game fish fry using the marshes 
as nursery grounds were destroyed, 
the result might be a “mosquito ex- 
plosion.”’ 

Harrington and Bidlingmayer 
found the dieldrin pellets were 
air-disseminated over 2000 acres 
of marsh by county authorities to 
kill sand-fly larvae 

The fish kill was substantially 
completed: it was estimated at 
1,175,000 fish of 30 species without 
including those along the river 
shore line 

The aquatic crab population and 
all crustaceans were destroyed. In 


two weeks even the traces were 
gone, most of the dead and dying 
fich having been eaten by others 


that came in from adjacent waters 
and were destroyed in turn 

No estimate is made in this sur- 
vey of the loss to other wildlife 
But from the evidence we know 
that wading and shore birds, water- 
fowl, birds of prey and songbirds 
in the area must also have suffered 
heavily; as well as such furbearers 
as raccoon, muskrat and mink 

Inasmuch as any poison is de- 
structive and particularly dieldrin, 
from this destruction of aquatic 
and other forms of wildlife it would 
appear plain that spray programs 
must be guided by scientific proof 
that they will accomplish their ob- 
jectives—and will not do damage 
to other life forms

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Talks, Not Polemics 


If Russia and the United States earnestly want 
peace talks, the time has come to stop the warm- 
up and begin to pitch. That is the challenge con- 
tained in President Eisenhower's reply to Soviet 
Premier Bulganin. It applies equally to both 
governments. 


The President has taken the time to write a 
lesson in American history to Nikita Khrush- 
chev, whose vitriolic Minsk speech last month 
accused this country of war-mongering. Perhaps 
that lesson will not get home to the Kremlin, 
but “polemics,” as both sides now call them, 
are no way to approach a summit conference. 


Also, the President says, there is no further 
point in continuing the long exchange of cor 
respondence between heads of state. The Eisen- 
hower-Bulganin letters have served a useful 
purpose up to now. Open discussion has brought 
the powers closer to agreement on preparations 
for peace talks. 


But so far the exchange has brought no com- 
parable agreement on an agenda for a summit 
meeting. 

Russia is not about to accept discussion of 
weakening the veto power in the United Nations, 
for example, and the United States has no inter- 
est in Bulganin’s vague proposals for disarma- 
ment pacts without enforcement powers. Further 
letters restating old and rigid positions might 
only harden resistance to compromise or mean- 
ingful negotiation. 

What is needed now Is that “exchange of views 
effected through our ambassadors” which Mr. 
Eisenhower proposes to Premier Bulganin 

What is also needed, and has not yet been 
convincingly demonstrated on either side, is a 
‘willingness to discuss substantive issues which 
underlie the deadlock on disarmament—such 
issues as the future of Germany, the division of 
Europe, military disengagement, conflicts in the 
Middle Fast. 

It is fruitless for the United States to demand 
a reform of Soviet attitudes toward Eastern Eu- 
rope, or for Moscow to demand instant liquida- 
tion of American bases everywhere. Unfortu- 
nately both powers are still taking this line. In 
so doing they are much closer to polemics than 
to useful diplomacy. But there is also a chance 


that, given the strong world-wide desire for 
summit talks, something more useful can be 
arranged 


One. area for talks lies between the President's 
desire for inspection to help end nuclear weap- 
ons tests and production, and the Polish plan, 
accepted by Bulganin, for an atom-free zone in 
Central Europe. 

Originally our State Department objected that 
the Polish plan contained a “booby trap” in its 
lack of enforcement provisions. But the Polish 
Embassy in Tokyo has issued a revised plan call- 
ing for aerial and ground inspection in the two 
Germanies Here is 
a compromise proposal which diplomacy could 
usefully investigate 

There are other potential subjects for negotia- 
tion at a summit, meeting, but the only way to 
reach them now is through the quiet avenues of 
diplomacy. If the Soviet Union will agree to 
President Eisenhower's suggestion to take that 
preparatory route, discussion can begin at oncé.

work for, or achieves, some of his diplomatic

But recently the Western news dispatches 
from Moscow have revealed that there has been 
some gross exaggeration concerning the pudgy 
Russian and his vodka. Apparently something 
akin to a myth was engendered when Khrush- 
chev visited Yugoslavia in 1955 with the im- 
portant mission of wooing Tito back to the fold. 
Here, Mr. Khrushchev really did display his 
ability to make merry. But now it appears that 
only on rare occasions does the volatile and 
volublé Khrushchev drink heavily—and then he 
is always able to carry his liquor without any 


difficulty. Often he drinks wine or fruit juice. 


Certainly this new appraisal of Khrushchev 
is not to be used as an argument that the State 
Department or any foreign ministry needs diplo- 
mats who can tip a tankard as well as they can 
observe protocol. But it does bring to mind 
that famous Lincoln story concerning Gen. 
Ulysses S Grant and his fondness for hard liquor. 
When a delegation complained to Lincoln on 
this score, the President replied that if he knew

what brand of whisky Grant drank he would 
have the Army quartermaster general lay in a 
supply for some of his generals who had not 
won any victories. 
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So St. Louisans Can Decide 
Repeal of the state-imposed ceiling on the St. 
Louis earnings tax, as recommended by Gov. 
Blair, represents a prudent and altogether prac- 
tical approach to the city’s coming financial 
crisis. 


It is prudent because no elected official, be 
he Alderman or State Representative or State 
Senator, is being asked to vote for an increase 
in the tax. It is practical because it will permit 
St. Louisans, if they see fit, quickly to draw on 
the only court-tested revenue source that can 
provide enough cash to meet the need. 


The ill-advised and last-minute proposal of the 
Aldermen for some kind of “graduated” tax on 
all income serves merely to raise a new issue 
that could blind the Legislature to the city’s real 
problem. The Governor was wise in rejecting 
this suggestion. The city’s problem is how to 
raise an additional $6,000,000 in the fiscal year 
beginning next April. This cannot be avoided. 
But the chances of solving it could be jeopar- 
dized by the injection of irrelevant issues now. 


The Legislature is in special session, This is 
the time for meeting emergencies, not for at- 
tempting to change the essential nature of the 
earnings tax. The need now is to find a way 
for St. Louisans to support their city govern- 
ment. The Legislature first must lift the ceil- 
ing, the Aldermen then could tackle the question 
of what to do about exemptions for dependents. 


The St. Louis Citizens Tax Committee, ap- 
pointed by the Aldermen, urged a rise in the 
earnings tax, and commented: “It is broadly 
based and permits all those who have a stake 
in the community to share its burdens, and it 
has fewer disadvantages from the standpoint of 
discouraging the investment of private capital 
in the redevelopment of our city.” 

If the city’s delegation to Jefferson City will 
take the lead for repeal of the ceiling, the essen- 
tial question of whether to increase the earnings 
tax rate then can be decided in St. Louis by 
St. Louisans. 
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Patchwork in the Mideast 

Ever since the British carved Jordan out of 
the remains of the old Turkish empire after 
World War I, its citizens have been saying that 
“Jordan's destiny is to disappear.” This now 
has been virtually achieved by merger with 
Iraq. Jordan’s young King Hussein will be only 
a sort of deputy monarch with Iraq’s King Fai- 
sal II as “the head of state.” 


The combination of the two countries—Iraq, 
rich, empty and capable of development; and 
Jordan, poor, crewded with Palestinian refu- 
gees, militarily weak and with its citizens bare- 
ly loyal to what they consider a paper nation— 
was an obvious counter-stroke to Nasser’s mer- 
ger of Egypt, Syria and Yemen. 

It has long been feared that the ambitious 
Nasser might attempt to seize Jordan, that the 
Arab kings might seek to forestall him by divid- 
ing it among themselves, or even that Israel 
might move in out of self-protection. When 
Nasser did something about the “Arab unity” 
which the kings have been preaching for so long, 
they had to move. Without some sort of mer- 
ger east of Suez, some of their populations might 
be far from hostile to Egyptian expansion. 

Nasser’s new state is the more populous, but 
it is geographically divided. Faisal’s new king- 
dom, on the other hand, can count on wealthy 
Saudi Arabia. The weakness of the monarchs in 
the long run may be their absolutism. The dy- 
namic Nasser has more mass appeal. But they 
probably count on the help, should they need 
it, of those who need their oil. 

It is Lebanon and Israel which now feel really 
uncomfortable. Lebanon is the only Christian- 
ized Arab state, more or less out of step with 


its neighbors If its Christians were to become 
a minority, it might be drawn into one of the 
new states. in neither of which the most active 


and productive Lebanese would be happy 

Israel, for the time being, feels that military 
prowess protects her; but once the Arabs forget 
the sting of defeat, they might be tempted to 
another campaign to push the Israelis into the 
sea. If the merger gets the Palestinian Arab 
refugees out of their camps and puts them to 
profitable work in Iraq, the threat will be con- 
siderably reduced 

The desire to seize territory also would be 
abated by economic betterment, especially in 
Egypt. In lifting welfare levels, the West can 
be helpful; and through its help, it should have 
a steadying influence. But Nasser almost surely 
will bargain for Russian aid. His absorption of 
Syria was a set-back for Russian diplomacy, 
but Nasser probably feels there is all the more 
reason for Moscow to cultivate his good will. 
The Middle Eastern dust has not yet settled. 
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What the Stassen Move Means 
Harold E. Stassen is out as President Fisen- 
hower’s disarmament adviser, ostensibly to make 
him available for the Republican nomination for 
Governor of Pennsylvania, a post he will seek 
in this year’s campaign 


If the former Governor 
of Minnesota has not been received with open 
arms in the Keystone state, he could hardly be 
less welcome there than he has been in Wash- 
ington, particularly around the Department of 
State

Had there been no “dump-Nixon” episode, Mr 
Stassen still would have been persona non grata 
in Washington. For much of his activity went 
counter to that of Secretary Dulles and in the 
end Mr. Dulles stood to win, given his position 
and influence at the White House. The question 
now ts: how will disarmament activities be han- 
died? If they are brought exclusively under the 
Secretary of State, as Mr. Dulles wants, they will 
be reduced in value and influence. It would be 
regrettable if Mr. Stassen were to have no suc- 
cessor, in the sense of a person directly answer- 
able to the White House with the single duty of 
thinking about and planning for disarmament 
negotiations. 

White House Press Chief Hagerty says Mr. 
Stassen was not asked to resign. That doubtless 
is true. He had already lost out in the Cabinet 
and he cannot do any worse than to lose in 
Pennsylvania. But he was useful as a counter- 
weight to those in Washington who see world 
affairs solely in terms of armed power. Dis- 
armament is a good enough cause that it deserves 
another spokesman.

The Associated Press has a wire 
filer, who for the purpose of this 
narrative shall be known as Albert 
Fenn. A wire filer, in case you don’t 
know, is an editor who takes copy 
coming in on several wires and edits 
it down for relay on a single wire

SPARKS OFF MY ANVIL. bw James R. 

Adams. (Harper, 171 pgs., $3.) 

This book about advertising is a col- 
lection of jottings made by the author 
during nearly a third of a century of 
achievement in print His notes, 
numbered from 1 to 314, are without 
continuity, nor is any intended. They 
make easy and profitable reading for 
anyone interested in advertising prog- 
ress. 


In this posthumous publication, 
Adams makes as fine a contribution 
to his craft as any made in his life- 
time. The writing is simplicity itself. 
Its foundation is experience rather 
than opinion. It is all very serious, 
but never dull, because here and there 
is a splash of humor. 


These 314 observations deserve to 
become one of the textbooks of the 
younger generation of creative peo- 
ple in advertising, for, as Mr. Adams 
makes clear, the fanfare and folderol 
of advertising may change with the 
seasons, but the fundamentals never 
will.

—not Jack Benny's Maxwell—after 
wanting to quit when given the assign- 
ment, he feared it was 
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You've got to hand it to the ofl and 
gas men. They're persistent, if not per- 
ceptive. It didn’t work two years ago 
when they tried to slip Senator Case, 
South Dakota Republican, $2500 for 
his interest in the gas bill. Case sur- 
prised them by being shocked and 
screaming “foul” in 
the Senate. The 
President had to 
veto a bill he fa- 
vored because of 
“arrogant” lobby- 
ing.

‘RUSSIAN FORCES 
IN E. GERMANY TO 
BE CUT BY 41,000 


BERLIN, Feb. 18 (AP)—Rus- 
sia is withdrawing 41,000 men 
from East Germany in the next 
month, the Soviet army com- 


mander in East Germany said 
today. Allied experts estimate 
that is about one-tenth of the 
' Soviet troops in the satellite. 

Gen. Matvey M. Zakharov 
told the official East German 
news agency ADN that two 
mechanized divisions would be 
pulled back as part of a gen- 
eral reduetion of forces in East 
Europe. 

Other units to leave will be 
an anti-aircraft division, five 
independent anti-aircraft bri- 
gades and three artillery bri- 
gades, Zakharov said. He add- 
ed that all would be demobil- 
ized, and that Western news- 
men would be invited to the 
departure ceremony.

NORTH GELEBES 
SUPPORTS REBEL

JAKARTA, Feb. 18 (AP)— 
North Celebes has become the 
first province outside Sumatra 
to recognize the new rebel gov- 
ernment in Padang. 

Lt. Col. Sukendro, army chief 
of intelligence, announced to- 
day that the North Celebes 
commander, Lt. Col. D. S. 
Somba, had broken off rela- 
tions with the central govern- 
ment in Jakarta and is sup- 
porting the revolutionary gov- 
ernment proclaimed Saturday. 
North Celebes had been de- 
clared an autonomous unit on 
Jan. 1. 

As “the first step” to meet 
the situation, Sukendro said the 
army chief of staff, Maj. Gen. 
Abdul Haris Nasution, had or- 
\dered Somba and his chief of 
staff dishonorably discharged. 

Telephone connections to 
Menado, capital or North Cele- 


bes, were cut and the state 
owned Garuda Airways Ssu- 
spended flights there. 

Ports Are Closed. 
| Navy chief of staff R. Adm. 
Subijakto declared Menado 
and two other North Celebes 


ports, Bitung and Kema, closed 
to ships. He also declared Pa- 


dang and Telukbajar on Su- 


matra closed. 


The Indonesian consulate 
general in Singapore said yes- 
terday five other Sumatran 
ports had been declared closed 
to the barter trade that Su- 
matra has been conducting 
with the outside world to avoid 
controls from Jakarta. 

Menado is headquarters of 
the former rebel east Indone- 
sian military commander, Lt. 
Col. Ventje Sumual, who is now 
reported in Manila. Sumual 
was one of three rebel leaders 
who went to Tokyo recently to

Day-After-Day Bus Ride Has Its Discomforts, Mild Compensations, Rigid Rules for Regulars

THOUGHTS ON a very long 
journey: 

He was a sfranger on the 
bus. His face was burned by 
many suns, his eyes had looked 
on strange horizons, he wore 
a mariner’s sweater and he 
walked the surface of the earth 
as if it were a moving deck. 

“Sailied this world for 40 
years,” he said, “but a man 
has to settle down sometime.” 

So he rode the Ferguson- 
Broadway bus line regularly, a 
dutiful commuter type. He rode 
it a week, maybe two, looking 
out the window at the autumn 
skies. Nobody has seen him 
since. Bon voyage, sir, and an 
interesting trip. The trip you 
left was fairly interesting, too, 
in its way. 

The bus or trolley one rides 
regularly becomes a strange 
little part-time world, where 
some of the inhabitants be- 
come neither friends, exactly, 
nor strangers. 

You watch them twice a day 
and maybe you wonder about 
them, maybe you don't.

Kings County Judge George 
Martin called him “more vi- 
cious than Dillinger.” Squat 
and beetle-browed, the Kid was 
Brooklyn's Public Enemy No. 
1 from 1931, when he climbed 


to the top of the crew of 
killers, until he walked into 
the police station in 1940, 


sneering about a murder rap 
he regarded as a laugh. He was 
the most virulent and dynamic 
agent of the mob. He had a 
speech defect that was, in- 
congruously, almost a lisp, and 
a peculiar kind of walk that 
always made him look as if he 
were trying to kick his shoes 
off 

They called him Kid Twist 
after a lower Manhattan hood- 
lum of an earlier day. The 
blustering badman of Browns- 
ville would sooner have thrown 
a dollar bill away, though, than 
admit he was anything but en- 
tirely original. What he lacked 
in stature ‘he was five feet 
two) was doubly made up in 
inflated ego. 

He enjoyed a greater repu- 
tation for frugality than any 
Scotsman. Yet a favorite stunt 
of his was to carry a fat roll, 
with a one-thousand-dollar bill 
on the outside, just to ‘flash 
around and impress people: He 
loved money only a bit less 
than his spatulate trigger fin- 


ger, but he never trusted 
banks 
Kid Twist Reles was one 


paradox after another 

He didn’t drink: but he was 
a bootlegger in the late twen- 
ties 

His wife said he was her 
loving mate; yét he had dozens 
of girls set up and doing busi- 
ness 


Mrs. Rose Kirsch was cor- 
roboration of the Jekyll- 
Hyde in the squat murderer. 

“Didn’t you know he was 
a killer?” she was asked. 

“A killer? No,” was her 
unhesitant reply. “He was 
very good in the house.” 

She was his mother-in-law. 


In his career, Kid Twist was 


arrested in Brooklyn and in 
Chauncey, Mass., in North 
Scituate. R. I. (1930) and in 
Jersev City, N. J. (1931), in 


Florida (1936 and 1938), and in 
Sullivan County, in upstate 
New York (1939 He com- 
mitted just about every act of 
violence against which there 
is a law. 

There were any number of 
crimes, of course, which do not 
show on his BCI (Bureau of 
Criminal Identification) record. 
He committed 11 murders by 
his own peculiar reckoning. 
We knew of 14 in which he 
was a definite principal. He 
pointed out that he hadn't 
pulled the trigger in one of the 
others, and in another had only 
held one end of the stran- 
gling rope, and had not yanked 
it Hence, he simply could 
not understand how he could 
be called the murderer in 
those. 

There were countless com- 
plaints against him for extor- 
tion, “protection” tribute, and 
accompanying vandalism and 
violence. Shopkeepers were 
crippled, who refused his “pro- 
tection.” There were slot ma- 
chines, bookmaking, shylock- 
ing. gambling, beer-running. 

From June 11, 1930, when he 
was picked up for murder the 
{st time, until Feb. 2, 1940, 
when he was taken off the 
streets for good, he was 4ar- 
rested on some charge or other 
on an average of once every 
78 days — excluding the time 
he spent in prison. But he 
walked out, free and clear, 
time after time. 


KID TWIST started racket- 
eering in 1927, as a punk. He 
started murdering in 1930, 
when he was putting together 
his own mob to take over in 
Brownsville. He never stopped 
either activity. 

There was no doubt that he 
was highly regarded by the 
killer crew. Throughout the en- 
tire 30 months he was in prison, 
beginning in 1934, he receiyed 
a weekly sum from the com- 
bination. Mikey Syckoff, one 
of the loan-shark agents, 
brought it to him faithfully, 
along with gang gossip and gen- 
eral good tidings. 

“Mikey would say he was my 
brother to get in to see me,” 
he explained. 


In Brooklyn, Mrs. Reles 
was handed a weekly amount 
while her husband was “av ay.” 
Mob policy was never to have 
a member worry unduly 
his loved ones during an 
forced vacation When 
was freed, $1600 and a 
car were waiting for him, so 
he could come home in style. 
These thugs had a social code. 
It was good business, too; it 
impressed the hero-worsnhip- 
ping kids, from whence came 
the hired hands for the gang. 
The stylish return of the prodi- 
gal proved no loss of face or 
position 

The chunky killer was born 
in East New York. When his 
“career” ended, he was 34; he 
had a 6-year-old son, and his 
wife was expecting another 
child. He went to school 
through the eighth grade. As a 
boy he spent a few months in 
a printing plant. At 16 he and 
a confederate slugged a ware-

truckload of dolls. From that 
day on, if Reles ever again 


turned an honest dollar, it was 
sheer accident 

On Jan. 15, 1940, during 
our drive to rid the streets of 
hoodlums Kid Twist was 
picked up on a street corner. 
He was brought before a magi- 
strate and charged with va- 
grancy. He sighed 

“It’s getting so I got to car- 
ry a bondsman around with 
me,’ he lisped petulantlyv. Then 
he reached into his pocket, 
brought out a large thick roll 
—and counted out the $1000 
bail as if he were buying a 
pack of cigarettes 

Nine days later, Harry Ru- 
dolph told the police his ver- 
sion of Red Alpert’s assassina- 
tion The following morning 
the Kid walked in and gave 
himself up, convinced it ‘was 
“another one of those things.” 
This time, no roll could free 
him. He was sent to the grim, 
towering Tombs. 

Happy Maione, held on a va- 
grancy charge then, was sent 
to the Tombs, too. Reles got 
word to the sour-faced felon 
“Don't worry, Hap,” was the 
Kid’s reassuring message, 
“everything's okay.” 

On March 21, one of Reles’s 
attorneys was at the Tombs at 
10 a.m. What was said, no one, 
of course, knows. It is virtually 
certain. however, that the 
beady-eyed boss still pooh- 
poohed rumors that any of his 
ranking cohorts had turned in- 
former. Nevertheless, no soon- 
er did the attorney leave than 
Reles sat down in his cell and 
wrote a letter to his wife 


“Dear Rose.” it began. “Go 
and see O'Dwyer and tell 
him I want to talk to him.” 


Mrs. Reles got off the ele- 
vator at the fourth floor of the 
Brooklyn Municipal building 
and entered the District Attor- 
ney's offices alone, at 5:30 the 
next afternoon. 


“I want to see the District 


Attorney, please,” she said 
evenly. No one in the place 
even dreamed Reles had sent 


her. The prosecutor asked me 
to talk to her 

“My name is Turkus,” I in- 
troduced myself 

“I want to talk to the District 
Attorney personally.” she in- 
sisted. She was carrying out 
Rele’s instructions to the let- 
ter. “I want to save my hus- 
band from the electric chair,” 
she cried.

If Washington started seedlings indoors. this achieve- 
ment is, in the opinion of an old gardener, as praiseworthy 
as Valley Forge. In our earliest gardening days, we tried 
starting seed indoors, mixing sand and peat and rich garden 
loam, screening the soil, even baking it to guard against 
“damping off.” As we recall, sprouting seeds indoors was 
a long, tedious process. Eventually we found it easier to 
buy seedlings.
